London vas not 100 years old in 1955. As we ali know, parts of Canada 
wore first inhabitsd by North Amarican Indians, Ths remains of as 
ATTIWANDARIAN fortified villags is located on high ground overlooking 
Medway Creek in northwest London, In 1679 La Salle was fur trading in 
this area, The north and south branches of the Thamss River join in 
the haart of the city. After the battls of tha Plains of Abraham in 
1759, French rule in Canada endsd, and this area became a closad 
Indian Territory. The first settlers arrived around 1733, many of them 
United Empire Loyalists, In 1818 forty families took up land in London 
at the forks of the Thames River. The Old Court House was completed in 
1830, and London was foundsd, In 1828 London was made Military 
Headquarters for Upper Canada, a village in 1840, a town in 1545, and 
a city in 1855. A new Court Honss was built in 1974 to replaces the old 
structure which is now a historical site, 


In 1955, London was not 100 yaars old, this was the year that London 
coleorated its centennial as a city. The Canadian Numismatic 
Association will hold its annual convention in London in 1978. One of 
the features of this show will bs the largest collection of wooden money
